I. Claims 1-42, 95-101, 129-138, and 146-154 drawn to a process for matching 
buyers and sellers; 

II. Claims 43-94, 102-109, 139-145, and 155-163 drawn to a system for matching 
buyer and sellers; and 

III. Claims 1 10-128 and 164-172 drawn to a computer readable medium for 
matching buyers and sellers. 

The Office action further contends that presently no claim appears to be generic to each of 
these species.
